Hrift Jeſus the great and laſt Monarch, who is made higher 
then the Kings of the Earth, before whom chey muſt all caſt 
down their Crowns,and bow at his Name he that is an everlaſting 
high Prieſt for ever, remaining continually 53 he hach ſet np the 
Worſhip of God inthe Spirit, ſaying, God is a Spirit, and chey 
that worſlnp Him muſt worſhip Him in the Spirit and in the 
Truth, The bour cometh, and now is, when the true Worſhippers foall 
worſhip the Father in the Spirit and in Truth , for the Father feekgth - 
fuch to worſhip Him, Fob. 4.23, 24. And this is he fulfilling, and. 
according £o the word that 1jaiah the Son of Amos ſaw concerning 
Fuda and Feruſalem , Andit ſhall come topaſs in the laſt days, that 
#+ve Mountain of the Houſe of the Lord ſhall be eftabliſhed on the top of 
tve Mountains, and ſhall be exalted above the Hills, all Nations fnalt | 
flow unto it ; aud many Peaple ſhall go and ſay, Come and let us go up 
to the Mountain of the Lord, to the Houſe of the God of Facob, aud 
he will teach us of his ways, and we will wakk in his paths; for out of 
Zion ſhall go forth the Law, andthe Word of the Lord from Jernſalem, 
Fat. 2. When Jeſus cameto the City of Sameriawhich'is called 
Sicbar, near to the parcel of ground which Facob gave tohis Son | 
. Foſeph, where Facobs Well was,and fiting down there being wea- 
ried, the Woman of S2maria coming unto him, and he familiarly 
and graciouſly communicated Living water unto her that lives for 
ever; but firſt heſaid, give me co drink, but the Woman percei- 
ving him to be a Few, ſaid, why askeſt thou to drink of me who 
am a Woman of Samaria, for the Fewes have no dealing withithe 
Samaritans. Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto Her,If thou kneweſt the 
gift of God and who it is that ſaith unto thee give me to drink, 
.thou would have asked of him and he would have given thee 
Living water. The Woman faith unto Him, Sir, thouhaſt nothing 
to draw with, and the Well is deep, from whence then haſt thou . 
chat Living water ; art thou greater then our Father Facob who 
gaveusthe Well? the Woman looked that he had the Living we- 
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ger out of that Well which ns to draw out of :- But 

| anſwered, and faid unto her, -whoſoever drinketh of this 
© Water ſhall thirſt again, Þut. whoſoever drinketh of the Water-

their Fathers did eat Manna in the Deſert, and ſaid, he gave them 
bread from Heaven ; then Jeſus faid unto them, verily I fay unto - 
you, Mbſes gave you not that bread, but my Father giveth unto 
you the true bread; for'/the bread of God 1s he that cometh down 
from Heaven, and giveth life unto the World': And thenhe faid, 

_ - -I amathebread of life, and this is the Fathers will which hath ſent 
me that of 'all which he hath given me, I ſhould loſe nothing bur 
' ſhould raiſe it up at the laſt day, and this is the will of him that 
ſent me, -that every one that ſeeth the Son and believeth on him 
may have everlaſting life, and I will raiſe him up at the laſt day.

Nationsflow, and all the ends of the Earth look, that will be 
faved tothe Light of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in their hearts, and 
tothe Spirit in theirinward parts which is inviſible, God being 
aninviſlible God, a Spirit; hehath placed his Worſhip in the Spi- 
rit, andis removed out of all viſible things, and all viſible Wor- 


ſhips andofferings, and ſacrifices, and temple, though God com- 


-. - manded themjncheir time, Chriſt Jefiis hach fulfilled all, and re- 
* amoved themall, and hach.p& canned ant given freely an ever- 
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lafting Covenant of Tight, £ everlaſting ſpirit, an everlaſting | 
Word whereby: all people may come to. the true and. perfect: 
knowledge of the Lord God, which all' that ever was before, 
Chriſt never could do. For the Temple chat Solomon built at Fe-. 
rxjalem tobe the only Houſe for the worfhip of God, for his peo- 
ple to worſhip in,. yet in proceſs of time they fell away, and che 
Temple was polluted and corrupted, and turned to,a Houſe of 
merchandize, and when Chriſt was come,, the Fewes looked only. 
at the magnificence of the outward building of the Temple, bur 
Chriſt was grieved at the abuſe of it within, and when he had 
made a ſcourge of ſmall Cords, he drove them all out of the 
Temple, that bought and ſold, and the money-changers, and 0+ 
verthrew their Tables, and ſaid, take theſe things hence, and 
make not my Fathers houſe a houſe of merchandize, when the 
Fewes (aw this, they asked a ſign, ſeeing thou doſt thele things, 
Feſus anſwered, and laid- unto them, deſtroy this Temple, and 
in three dayes I will raiſe it up; but he ſpake of the temple of 
his body, which is the ſome and ſubſtance of. that which their 
Temple was a Figure of, which they loukiag upon it co be their, 
Temple, made thoſe words the matter, which the falſe witnel- 
ſes witneſſed againſt him before P:late and the High Prieſt, to take - 
away his life, who 1s the everlaſting Covenant, that can never 
be broken, beeauſe it is written in the heart, and purges the 
Conſcience, and. makes pure and perfe&t, which the firſt Cove- 
nant could make nothing perfect as to the Conſcience, and he ts 
the everlaſting High Prieſt, and hath ended all che Prieftsthac mi- 
niſtred in that Temple, and ended all outward Miniftcys and Mi- 
niſtrations that preaches for hire,and Miniſters in outward things, 
and he only is anointed to preach glad tidings to the poor, and 
liberry-to the Captives, the anointed which Eſay. propheſied of, 
which Scripture he read unto them, and faid, this day is this 
Scripturefulfilled in your eares, he che Miniſter of the Sanctuary, 
and of the crue Tabernacle which God. hath pitched, and nor 
man, and therefore he remaines a Prieſt continually, and ever 
lives tomakeinterceſſion, and is the everlaſting offering which is 
offered up thorough the eternal ſpirit once for all, which perfe&- 
ethfor ever all them that are ſandtified, and ſo thereby hath taken 
away all offerings and facrificel. and;broken-down the middle 
wall of partition, ana blotted ouprhurhand-writingof Ordinan- 
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ces, and nailed them'to his AY, ſo by his death hehath flain 
" and brought to an end all dead Forms, all dead worſhips, all 
dead Minifters and miiniſtrations, all dead offerings and facrifices, 
all dead prayers and performances, they are an abomination to 
the Lord, he cannot away with chem, all outward profeſſions 
and performances that is out from the Light of Chriſt Jeſus, thac 
ſhines in their hearts, they never come neer the Lord, he regards 
them not, they are from the worſhip that Chriſt Jeſus (the great 
Shepherd of his Sheep) hath fer up, which is in the ſpirit and in 
the truth, for Gods holy Preſence and Power is riſen out of all 
ſuch performances, and he is aſcended unto the Heavenly places, 
andto the Mountain eftabliſht above theſe Mountaines, where the 
Saints meets together, and fits together in the Mountain of Aoli- 
neſs, and in the joy of the morning, where they neither couch 
one another,- nor hurt one another in this holy Mountain, but4s 
in everlaſting peace, and love, and unity in the fellowſhip of the 
Goſpel, which is a mifſtery to all outward worſhips. 

So it 1s time for all people, that deſires to know the God of 
Heaven, toſeckafter him, who hath ſaid, Heaven is my Throne, 
and Earth is my Foot-ftoole, what Houſe will yee build me, 
where is the Place of my Reſt, for all theſe things have my 
Hands made, and all choſe things have been, but to this Man 
will I look, even to him that is poor, and of a Contrite 
Spiric,and trembleth at my word, Ia. 66. here the Lord mani- 
feſts his dislike of the Fewes performances of their vain oblations 
which were corrupted, defiled and polluted by reaſon of their 
tranſgreſſion, they could not build him a Houſe their hearts being 

nnclean, therefore he te]ls chem, he that kills an Oxe is as if he 
flew a Man ; he that ſacrifices a Lamb as if he cur off a Dogs neck ; 
he that offers an Oblation as if he offered Swines blood; yea,they 
have choſen their own ways, and their fouls delighteth intheir 
abominations,[ alſo will chuſe their deluſions, and bring their fear 
upon them, becanſe when I called none did anſwer, when Iſpake, 
they did not hear, but they did evil before my eyes, and chooſed 
_ that in which I delighted not, fo they offered Offerings,and kepr 
new Moons and Sabbath dayes, but their hearts were wicked and 
nugodly, and lived in wickedneſs and fin, and uncleanneſs, and 
fo when the Lord called, they did not anfwer, they would not 
tremble at his word, nor livein his fear, but thoſethar did hear 
che 
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- the Lord and tremble at his word, your brethren(faith the Lord) 
that bated you and caſt you out for my names fake, faid, let the 
Lord be glorified, but he-ſhall appear for your jay, and chey ſhall 
 beaſhamed, and ſoall is loſt, andall is gone, all outward Worſhips 
and Worſhippers, that are (ayers and not - doers will be aſhamed 
whenthe Lord appears,that which was fet up among the Fewes by © 
Gods command, Chriſt Jelus Gods everlaſting Covenant hath 
taken away and put an end to,and now all the Fewes Worthips and - 
Sacrifices and Offerings, and Temple, and Covenant, of works 
which they have broken by tranſgreſfion,the Prieſts lips which was 
to preſerve the peoples knowledg, Chrift Feſus the Everlaſting 
high Prieſt hath put an end tothem all, in whom dwells all. the 
treaſures of Wiſdom and knowledg, he raignsover the Houſe of 
Tacob for ever, and is the Miniſter of the true Circumciſion, which 
19 inthe heart, which makes the true Jew inward, and (o he hath 
ended all the Jewes Offerings and Sacrifices which formerly was 
commanded of God, ſo that now they remain without a Prince, 
and without a Sacrifice, and without an Image, and without an 
Ephod, and without a Teraphin, untill that they return and ſeek 
the Lord their God and Dav:d their King, and fear the Lord and 
his goodnels in the latter days, Hoſea. 3. and ſo now the Apoſtles 
in the days of their Miniftration and pourings forth of the eternal 
Spirit of Chriſt which he told the Woman of Samaria, was a 
coming on, they preached the everlaſting Goſpel w_ _ and - 
Gentiles, the Apoſtles of Jeſus Chriſt were Minifters of the ever- 
laſting Goſpel of peace and glad tidings,and inthe demonſtration- 
of the Spirit and of the power of God they preached the word 
and converted many thoufands to God according as'Chriſt had 
foretold them,& according to the word of his command they a- 
bodein his Dofrine, and abode in his word, andin his love, and 
loved one another, as he preached largely unto them, Fob. 15. 
and ſaid unto them, ye are my friends if. ye do whatſoever I com- 
mand you, henceforth I call you no moreſervants, for the ſervant 
knoweth not what his Lord doth, but 1 have called you friends, 
for all things that I have heard of gy Father I have made known 
' unto you; and according to his word heſent them the Comfor- 
ter, eventhe Spirit of truth, by which they convinced the World 
of fin, of Righteouſneſs, and of Judgment, which Spirit of truth 
guided themintoall truth, and ſhewed them things to come; for 
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faith Chriſt he ſhall take of mine and giveit unto you. So they 
were made Miniſters of the eternal Spirit,not by man nor of man, 
but by the Revelation of Jeſus Chriſt,and ſo turned people from 
the darkneſs to the Light,from the power of Satan to the power 
of God; and told them that God that made the World and all 
things therein, dwelt not in Temples made with hands, neither 
is heWorſhipped with mens hands as though he needed any thing, 
for he giveth toall life and breath, and all things, and hath made 
of one blood all Nations of Men that dwell upon the face of the 
Earth, and hath determined the times before appoinred, and the 
bounds of their Habications that they ſhoald ſeek the Lord, if 
happily they might feel after him and find him, though he be not 
far from every one of us, for in him welive, and move, and have 
our being; foraſmuch then as we arethe off-ſpring of God we 
ought not to think that the Godheadis like unto Gold and Silver, 
"&c. for God hath appointed a day in which he will judge the 
World in Righteouſneſs by that Man whom he hath ordained, 
Afts 17. 

So al Men and People upon the face of the Earth ought to 
know the true and living God whois a ſpirit, and whoſe Worſhip 
and fear isin the Spirit and in the truth in the inward parts by 
which eterna] Spirit they come to be the temples of the Living 
God, if that the Spirit of God dwell in them, by this eternal 
Spirit of the Lord the whole building comes to be raiſed, and 
Chriſt Jeſus the true Vine, and his Father the Husbandman, who 
abides in bim, and bis Word in them, they bring forth fruit unto 
God, andthey come to be Gods Husbandry and Gods building, 
and Chrift the Biſhop of their Souls , and this was that Do@rine 
that the Apoſiles preached, and went out boldly, and were not 
aſhamed of their Goſpel, for it was the power of God unto Sal- 
vation to every one that believed, to the Jewes and to the Gen- 
tiles, ſo they gathered many thouſands jnto the Light, andinto 
the unity of the Spirit, both Tewes and Greeks, all that was con- 
vefted to the Faith, bond and free, they were one in Chrift Jeſus, 
and there was no difference, bye when they were met together in 
the unity of the Faith aid-of the Spirit the Lord, put no difference 
betweenthe ewes and Gentiles, but poured down his Spirit on 
them both, by which their hearts came to-be purified chrough 


their faith; . and therefore Fames the Apoftle when there was a. 
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controverfie among them, ſaid, Men and brethren, hearken unto 
me, Simon hath declared how that Godat the fuſt did viſit the 
Gentiles, totake out of them a people for his Name, and to this 
agreeth the words of the Prophets, I will return and build again 
the Tabernacle of David which is fallen down, and I will build- 
again the rnines thereof, and will ſet it up,that the reſidue of men 
mighe feek after the Lord, and all the Gentiles: upon whom my 
Name is called, ſaith the Lord, who doth all theſe things; known - 
unto God are all his works from the beginning of the World, and 
che depth of his infinite Riches 1s unſearchable, and his ways paſt 
finding out ; who hath enjarged Faphet to dwell in the Tents of 
Shem, and hath only caſt out Haw: the curſed Spirit; foto the 
man that is meek andjlow, and humble, and of a contrite Spirit :- 
doth the Lord look and hath regard unto, who dwells in the light _ 
of his Righteouſneſs, and who worſhips in the ſpirit, there the 
Lord is felt preſent in the midſt,ſo no outward ſeeming profeſſion, 
nor no feigned humiliey, nor no form of Godlineſs without the 
power will ſerveany in this the day of the Lord;for as the Apoſtle 
ſaid, he is not a Jew that is one outward, nor that is no Circum- 
cifion that is outward, but he is a Jew that is one inward,and that 
is Circumcifion which is in the heart; fo weſay that he js no true 
Chriſtian that is one outward, nor is he no true Chriſti- 
an that hath a corrupted foul unclean heart, but he is a 
Chriſtian that is one inward, he 1s a Chriſtian whoſe faith hath pu- 
rified his heart ; he is no true Chriſtian that ſers up a Prieſt with= 
out bim,he is no right Chriftian that ſets up aLigbt without him, 
and a teacher without him, heis no right Chriſtian that payes 
Prieſts tythes as the Tewes did, which Chriſt Jeſirs bath trakenaway 
from the Tewes to all that believe in bim, and preaches freely co 
Tewes and Gentiles without money and without price ; they are 
no true Chriſtians that hath their Teacher removed 1nto corners, 
for the Spirit of truth that leaderh into. all cruth is come to con-- 
vince of fin, and reprove every evil thought in the heart and 
Conſcience of every man, and he that is a Chriftian bis eye ſeech 
his teacher,and his ear hears the word in his heart that ſaith,this is 
the way, waljkinit; andheis no Chriſtian that hath the word 
without him, but he is the true Chriſtian that hears. the Word of 
Godin his heart,wcb preachethRighteouſneſs and faith very nigh, 
and ſhewes him every evil thought, and is no Chriſtian that wor- 
ſbips.in an outward tewple, and calls it a. Church, that is not the - - 
os ap WO hip:- : Pu. 
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- worſhip that Chriſt Jeſus a up, but his houſe and dwelling 
15 1nhis people, and his worſhip is in the ſpirit on the top of all 
the mountains of all outward Worſhips, and their Meeting is in 
che unity of that Spirit, and their fellowſhip is in the light of 
Gods Covenant of life and peace, andſo all maſt come to this 
Law which goeth out of Zion, which is written in every ones 
heart, and to the word of the Lord which goeth from Jeruſalem, 
which is from above, which is the mother of us all, and hereall 
the whole Aſſembly of the Body of Chrift may meet together, 
which is his Church and his houſe, and his building, which he is 
the foundation of and the root of, he is the Corner-ftone and the 
| Rock, and the ſtrength of Zion, the foundation of the Prophets 
and Apoſtles, and all the holy Nacion,the Royal Priefthood, and 
all the peculiar People is builded and rooted,'and grounded upon 
Chrift Jeſus the Rock of Tſrael, the great Prophet that every one 
mutt hear, if any one hear him not they are to be cut off from a- 
mong the people; this is my beloved Son , hear ye him faith the 
Lord, I will bring forth}my firft begotten, and let all the Angels 
worſhip him, all the hoſt in Heaven worſhips him, and falls down 
before his throne, and ſoall that is upon the Earth that will have 
life and ſalvation by him muſt falldown and worſhip:the Lord,and 
come out ofall their dead ſervices and duties , and ali their dead 
prayers and praifes, they are all abomination to the Lord, the 
Spiritual ſervices performed in the obedience of the pure Spirit 
- of the Righteous,and of the Juſt,and of the Holy, this 1s acceprable 
with the Lord, whois a Spirit, and Chriſt Jeſus hath given himfelf 
for his Church, and is the: Head of his Church even as the Huſ- 
band is head of the Wife, ſ@ hath Chriſt loved his Church, that 
he mighe ſan&ifie and cleanſe it with the wafhing of water by the 
word,thathe might/preſent it co himſelf a Glorious Church, not 
Having ſpot or wrinkle, or any ſuch thing, but. that it ſhould | be 
Holy and without blemith, ſo precious and {> holy is this building 
-of this Body of Chrifts, that it is even made of living ſtones, and 
thofe that live in it'may come unto Chriſt as unto a living ſtone, 
thongh he hath been diſallowed indeed of Men, yet he's choſen 
of 'God' and: precious. - : 

So all my dear Friends:and' Brethren who are madealive unto 
God by the quickning power, and is fanCtified by the wafhing of 
water-throngh the Word, yeeare the royal Prielthood, as lively 
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ſtones be yee knit together, Yo yee are Gods building, yee are- 
Gods husbandry, yee are his habication which he delights to 
dwellin, Mount $707 is his dwelling place, he hath fet his Throne 
chere, there will he make the Horn of Davidto bud, and there 
hath he ordained a ſhining Lamp for his anointed, and all his Ene- 
mies he will cloath with ſhame, but upon himſelf he will make 
his Crown to flouriſh, ſo all yee his ſpiritual Houſe, who are born 
of the ſpirit, and begotten by theimmortal word and lives, in 
the continual obedience and teachings of the holy ſpirit, it is you 
that offers a ſpiritual ſacrifice acceptable to God in Chriſt, you are 
che Light of the World, you are the Salt of the Earth, a City 
ſet on a Hill, walk and abide in the glorious Light, that ſo you 
may give Light unto the whole World, falt and ſeaſon the whole 
Earth, that ſo you may increaſe and multiply, and may repleniſh 
the Earth and ſubdueit, for the chief and precious Stone is glo- 
rious, and the Earth will be filled with his glory, the King im- 
mortal, who is now revealedTto be the only and great Potentate, 
whoſe immortality dwels inthe Light, and here is the great and 
high Mountain which is above all the Mountaines, the holy Ferwu- 
ſalem, the Bride, the Lambs wife deſcending out of Heaven from 
God, having the glory of God, and her Light is lixe untoa ftone 
moſt precions, even like unto a Jaſper Stone clear as criſtal, this 
is the new Feruſalem which comes down from Heaven, the City 
of the living God, which all Nations (that are ſaved) muft flow 
unto, which 1s the free Spirit, Son of the free Woman, which -- 
calls freely, and proclaimes freely , the everlaſting Goſpel of 
peace, which hatha witneſs in every heart, and a voice that calls, 
come out of Babylon my people, come out of her, and touch no 
unclean thing, and be yee ſeparate and I will receive you, faith 
the Lord God Almighty. 

So here is the place of publick worſhip, which Chrift Jeſus the 
true Biſhop of the Soules of all his people hath (er up, fo all that- 
will hear the only beloved Son of the Living God, they muſt hear 
him in their hearts, they muſt hear his ſpirit in their inward parts, 
and him that hath had his vefture dipt n blood, whoſe Nameis 
called the Word of God, they muſt hear him in their hearts very 
nigh, forthe Apoſtle ſaith that they need not aſcend, that is, to 
bring Chriſt down, nor need not deſcend, that is, to fetch Chrift 


up, but what ſaith it, the word of faith is nigh theeword of Fx | 
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-which we preach, Rom. 10. Go forthe Apoſtle preached the (ame 
.word, and was madea Miniſter of the-ſame word as. was in their . 
hearts that he preached to, whereby every one might come to. 
.the ſame word which he was in, and preached that they might 
taſt, and that their hands might handle, and their eyes might ſee, 
.and their eares hear the word of life, in which they might have 
fellowſhip with the Fathec and the Son, Fob. I. and this was the - 
word and dofrine which the Apoſtles preached according to 
.Chriſts command. in the Mountain of Samarza, who ſaid, ye thall 
neither worſhip at Ferzſalem, nor in this Mountain, but in the 
ſpirit and in the truth, for the Father is ſeeking ſuch worſhipers 
.to worſhip him, and by this word, and power, and demonſtrati- 
cn of the ſpirit, the Apoſtles converted many thouſands unto 
| God, fo that there was then a glorious and a pure Church of 
.Chrift upon the Earth that worſhiped him day and night in his 
Temple, fo long as it continued in its purity, and worſhiping God 
in the living and eternaltruth, but there was a day and a time in 
«which John was ſent with a reed in his hand like a Rod to meaſure 
the Temple and the Altar, and they that worſhiped therein, but 
' .he waz co leave out the Court that was without, for the Gentiles 
to be troden under foot, Rev. x 1. and fo thoſe that worſhiped 
.the living God in his Temple, in his Eternal ſpirit, they were 
meaſured within Tbs Line, but them. chat were gct into the 
words, and outward .formes and profeſſions of the truth, chey 
- were lefz out for the Gentiles to tread under foot, and ſo they 
.and the holy City was given up to betrodden of the Gentiles, 
and here the Apoſtacy entered, and the witneſſes nmto-them was 
given power to prophelie in fack-cloath, 1260. dayes, and the
